EMBLEM OF FRANCE! 
IS CHANTECLER

PARIS, France—For how long has, 
the Cock of Gaul been the emblem of 
France? This question is an ex- 
tremely difficult one to answer accu- 


rately, especially as—strange to say— 
the cock figures on none of the monu- 
ments of Gaul nor even on foreign 
monuments bearing an allusion to this 
, Nation. None of the authore who 
treated of the customs and agriculture 
of Gaul ever mention this fow! in 
their writings. 

Nor does. one find that the cock was 
the token of any of those barbarian 
peoples’ who invaded Gaul. The only 
barbarians who seem to have adopted 
the cock as an emblem are, by an 
irony which is particularly striking 
today, the Goths. 

In the Middle Ages the same diffi- 
culty is experienced in discovering 
the bird which is so generally re- 
garded the national emblem of 


France. It does not even figure 


amongst those symbolic animale 
which, framed with a motto, used to 
decorate the private coat of arms of 
the different kings of France. Thus 
Philippe-Auguste chose as his em- 


blem lions, whilst Louis VIII adopted | 
wild boars. St. Louis fixed his choice | 
on dragons, whilst Philip 
chose leopards, and Jean le Bon man- | 
‘ifested his preference ‘for swans. | 


ppers XII, the Father of the People, | 


elevated the porcupine to the dignity | 

of national emblem, whilst Francois I | 

chose the salamander.

When the National Guard was cre- 
ated in 1789, it was judged necessary 
to adopt an emblem. The choice fell 
upon the cock, not because of its sup- 
posed Gallic origin, but because it was 
the bird of the god Mars. But’its 
‘image is only associated with the finest 
pages of the history of the Republic; 
on the innumerable assignates (paper 
money) circulated at that period, it 
only appeared on those of 1792. 

It disappeared during the Empire, 
but in 1830 the tenaciaus bird reap- 
peared and its liberating cry reached 
through France. Napoleon III again 
suppressed it, but not for long, for 
the Third Republic definitely adopted 
it, and during the last half century 
immortalized by Rostand, 
has faithfully chanted the moving des- 
tinies of France.

A Refreshing Play 


The play is certainly very refresh- 
ing and stimulating after the painful 
“triangle” plays which now have a 
tendency to become even 
quadrangular and hexagonal, and 
which triumph on the boulevards. 

The theme of “Verdun” is extremely 
simple: the daughter of a general, 
one of the defenders of Verdun, is in 
love with one of the most heroic 
poilus of Verdun, a simple gardener. 
The match is opposed by her irate 
the poilu to 
whom she has given her heart is re- 
warded for his courage, but it is too 
late! He has been mortally wounded, 
and she marries him only to become a 
widow. 

The plot is almost non-existent, 
but thanks to Geell’s talent, each one 
of his personages acquires the value 
of a symbol. The two lovers repre- 
sent the love of the fatherland; the 
old General, the aristocratic caste to 
whilst a superior 
officer, who also loves the young girl 
in vain, personifies military grandeur 
and service. 


Ingeniously Staged 


The author and etage manager of 
“Verdun” had to cope with an almost 
insurmountable difficulty, viz., the 
minute size of the stage of the Thé- 
Atre des Arts, and it is wonderful how, 
with a few pieces of canvas, Roman 
candles, drum rolls, and the most 
deficient machinery, they have suc- 
ceeded in giving such an excellent 
impression of the vast events of war 
that even the soldiers present in the 
house could not help applauding. 

The cast is also remarkable. Ca- 
huzac is charming as the General’s 
daughter, but she wouki be still more 
effective had she shown more vehe- 
mence and energy. Camus, in the 
lyrical réle of the poilu, revealed him- 
Lacoste, in 
the part of the General, has perhaps 
exaggerated the comic possibilities of 
his appearance. But all the minor 
roles are sketched in masterly fashion 
and remind one of some of Raffet’s 
best works. 

The scenery is the work of Moreau 
Vaulthier, a hero of Verdun, and is a 
fitting setting for this simple. noble, 
and deeply stirring play.

| Sincerity in the theater and com- 
mercial success are not necessarily, 
but they are generally, opposed. It 
is more or less a happy accident when 
they coincide. This grim truth cannot 
be blinked. Not till the heavens fdil 
will the majority of the public demand 
sincerity. And all that they who care 
for sincerity can, hope for is that the 
supply of sincere drama will gradu- 
ally increase the demand for it—grad- 
ually lessen the majority which has no 
use for that disturbing quality. The 
burden of this struggle is on the 
shoulders of the dramatists. It is use- 
less and unworthy for them to com- 
plain that the public will not stand 
sincerity, that they cannot get sin- 
cere plays acted, and so forth.

with precious stones, worn by Llanun, 
King of Ammon, and, gold and silver 
innumerable 

Then, probably not 
royal palace, was the tabernacle of 
the Ark of God, surrounded by the 
dwellings of the priests, and beyond, 
toward Siloam, the residences of the 
officers of the army and attendants 
of the court, all surrounded by the 
walls of the town, which extended 
down the slopes of the hill from the 
east and west sides of the castle of 
Zion. Of the position of the gates it 
is impossible to speak with certainty, 
hut there was probably a north gate 
near the castle, and there must have 
been a water gate on the east side of 
the town. close to the place on the 
side of Ophel, where the ancient shaft, 
explored by Sir Charles Warren, leads 
down to the Virgin's Fountain. 

Of what the houses in the royal 
city were constructed there is no evi- 
dence to show, but it is not unlikely 
that these were built, in the first in- 
atance. of wood, like the palace of the 
King, and gradually replaced by stone 
houses at a later date. The City of 
David. on the eastern hill, was at first 
only a royal camp, hastily formed 
after the capture of the place fron 
the Jebusites, and accommodation. had 
to be rapidly provided for the court, 
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the priests, and the garrison. Of. or- 
dinary civilians there were probably 
few or none, except servants and at- | 
tendants, as the civil population lived 
in the city on the western hill, ot 
Which Joab was Governor. 

Nothing is known as to the size ot 
the city on the western hill in the 
time of King David, but the north 
wall was probably on the same line | 
as that of the Jebusite fortifications, | 
and the citadel was on or near the 
site of the existing Turkish citadel 
close to the Jaffa Gate. The west 
wall, also, must have followed approx- 
imately the same _ direction as the 
present west wall of Jerusalem, but 
the positions of the east and. south 
walls are quite uncertain, It seems 
likely that the town had extended in 
these directions, as the population 
must have increased largely after the 
capture by David. The north gate of 
the wis, a8 appears from later 
accounts, about two hundred yards 
from the northwest corner of the forti- 
fications, and, a short distance east of 
this gate, the new wall built by David 
commenced, which crossed the centra! 
valley and joined the western to the 
eastern city. There was a gate in 
this wall called the Fish Gate, to ad- 
mit traffic coming into the city by the 
road leading down the central valley 
from north. Outside the two 
cities and the wall connecting them, 
there appear to have been no habita- 
tions, and the country was open and 
used for cultivation. Probably the 
tilling of the ground and the culture 
of the vines and olives were still 
in the hands of the Jebusites, all 
the able-bodied men of Judah and 
Benjamin were required for war, and 
they must have often had to depart 
from home, and serve in the field, 
leaving their families in Jerusalem. 

Although the information in the 
Rible and in Josephus is very scanty, 
vet there are passages here and there 
which throw some light an the qué@s- 
tion. For example, it is evident from 
ll Samuel xiv, 28 that Absalom, al- 
though the son of the King, had his 
home in West Jerusalem, and not in 
the royal city, and this is confirmed 
by the account in the following chap- 
ter. from which it seems clear that 
the rebellion was planned in the west- 
ern city. The greatness of King 
David is somewhat obscured by the 
renown of his distinguished son, but 
it must never be forgotten that it was 
the former who, by his talent and by 
his valor, established the kingdom of 
Israel, it was he who selected Jerusa- 
lem as the national capital, and made | 
it a great city, and he prepared the 
plans for the construction of the Tem-

Real Office of the Middleman 


IN THE discussion of human affairs, since the begin- 
ning of the world down to the present day, the effort has 
been, by argument, inquiry, or inquisition, to pass along 
the blame for whatever happens to seem amiss. The 
quest always is tor a scapegoat, with everybody forever 


‘ready to point the accusing finger at his neighbor, as 


Thomas Nast, the famous caricaturist and cartoonist of a 
few decades ago, made former Tammany Hall leaders 
of New York Citv appear to blame each other for the 
peculations of the so- called Tweed ring, powerful in the 
‘seventies in municipal and state politics. More recently 
the effort was to determine just who was responsible for 
the great war, but this was a question soon settled to the 
satisfaction of most of the people of the world, sored 
because the answer was obvious. Just now, especially 1 
the United States, and Great Britain, and Canada, he 
effort seems to be to place the blame for what is called 
the high cost of living. If Mr. Nast were today repre- 
senting conditions as he did at the time of the Tweed 
régime, he might very appropriately reproduce his 
famous circle, substituting for the former Tammanyites 
those. regarded by the people of today as responsible for 
existing conditions. If the characters to be depicted were 
to be chosen by popular vote, no doubt the position of 
prominence in the circle formerly occupied by “Boss” 
Tweed would be accorded to the middleman of today, 
and, ranged with him, would be the packer, the farmer, 
the stock grower, the gardener, the orchardist, the poultry 
the cheese and butter maker, the landlord, the 
shoe manufacturer, the tailor, the hatter, the oil magnate, 
the coal baron, and perhaps a few others. But by popular 
verdict, probably, the middleman would stand convicted 
without the formality of a trial, possibly for no better 
reason than that he, because of his position, is forced to 
become the buffer, as it were, between the producer, spec- 
ulator, and hoarder and the ultimate consumer. 

It would be almost impossible to imagine the exist- 
ence of economic and social conditions in which the 
middleman, so called, would not be an indispensable 
factor. His real office is that of a link between those 
who produce and those who consume, withgut which the 
chain would be so incomplete as to be absolutely useless. 
Thus considered, the answer to the problem is not the 
climination of the middleman, and ‘any theory thus 
which this elimination is sought to be 
in the final analvsis, appear faulty, 
it must occur to those who 
‘than the corner grocery or 


raiser, 


brought about must, 
if not visionary. And, too, 
are inclined to look no tarthet 
market for the source of all their troubles, that no retail- 
ing middleman has a monopoly of the trade or a patent 
on the business which he conducts. The competition 
with which he has to contend is usually of the very keen- 
est sort, and the public with which he deals is not slow 
to make comparisons in prices if there are differences. 
Given the common honesty which every successful 
tradesman must possess, the basis of each of those en- 
gaged in business in their several communities is pretty 
well equalized in advance by the producers, jobbers, and 


wholesalers who handle the staple commodities in which 


the retailers deal. 

3ut there is one indictment brought against the mid- 
dleman which he has never answered to the satisfaction 
of the public, if he has even attempted to answer it at all. 
This is that the retailer, be he grocer, butcher, clothier, 
or what not, has persistently réfused, in his office of 
middlem4n, to champion the cause and work for the 
interest of the public which he serves, preferring, appar- 
ently, to be dominated and controlled, in so far as price 
schedules and standards are concerned, by those who 
assume the power and the right to fix them. The alibi 
of the middleman, when faced with this charge, might 
be hard to establish, simply for the reason that the expla- 
nation might more deeply involve the accused, it being 
4 matter of common knowledge that the retailer, fixing 
his percentage of profit upon-the cost of the thing dealt 
in, makes a greater profit when the price he pays 1s high 
than when the first cost is low. Consequently the selfish 
tendency of the retailer 1 IS LO make No very dec lec protest 
when a combination of jobbers or wholesalers wink the 
other eye and add to the price which the middleman is 
asked to pay. Of course, it cannot be claimed that the 
protest of an individual retailer or middleman would be 
effective in such a Case, but it seems reasonable to suppose 
that the united protests of. the retailers in a city or a 
state would be extremely effective wherever prices have 
been arbitrarily raised without just cause. And if the 
joint protest of city or state retailers should prove 
effective, how much more to be heeded would be the 
protests of retailers and middlemen throughout the 
Nation. ‘There is every reason to believe that the public 
generally would be gratified, while they are attempting 
fu solve this present problem of living costs, to feel that 
they have a friend at court, and it would seem, all things 
considered, that the middleman, if he chooses, is in a 
position to appear in that capacity, 


In Dublin on Peace Day 


To THOSE who would understand Ireland a great 
opportunity to learn is afforded in the way Dublin cele- 
brated Peace Dav. 
judge by the newspapers, the ancient city on the banks 
of the Liffy was seething with disloyalty and revolution. 
With the Dail Eirzenn in session at the Mansion House, 
hurling defiance through the Gap of the North at Ulster 
and up Dame Street at “the Castle,’ issuing disloyal 
manifestoes, and pronouncing the most solemn repudi- 
ations; with Sinn Fein everywhere in the ascendant, and 
the harp and the crown everywhere “decaying, 1t must 
have seemed to the complete outsider as if Dublin and 
loyalty were indeed nothing akin. As to a celebration 
of Peace Day, that, of course, was ‘clearly impossible, 
for, the Nationalist Veterans Association having issued 
a statement to the effect that as Ireland “was still at war, 
they could take no part in the celebration of peace. 

The Dublin business man, as he rattled in on his train 
trom Killiney or Bray, shared none of these thoughts. 
[t was not that he lived by faith, that, in spite of all 
appearances to the contrary, he firmly adhered to the 
conviction that there would be a peace celebration and 
that it would be “all right on the day.” It was that it 
simply never occurred to eines to think otherwise. Discuss 
the state of the country with him theoretically, and he 
would not know what it was coming to, but hint at the 
possibility of any specific consequence of this condition, 
such as the abandonment of a peace parade, and he would 
rather resent the obtuseness which could introduce some- 
thing so irrelevant into the discussion. 

All the Sinn Fein republics in the world could not 
have prevented Dublin having a peace celebration. Dub- 
lin would talk about it and haggle about it up to the very 
last moment, but Dublin would. go on making its prepar- 
ations just the same, and then, when the day came, it 
would be “a grahnd day sure-ly.” And so it surely was.

And Lord French 
was there in the uniform of a colonel of the Irish Guards 
to take the salute, and Old Contemptibles were there and 
New Contemptibles, and men who had fought and won 
on the seven seas. And the crowds cheered and cheered 
again, and the voice of Sinn Fein was hushed into silence. 
So the procession marched down Dame Street, past King 
William of varied memory, past the saluting base. out- 
side the old Houses of Parliament, under the shadow 
of Trinity, with all the boys.on the roof, and so on into 
Great Brunswick Street. And Great Brunswick Street, 
is it not the very home of Sinn Fein? And yet even here 
Sinn Fein made a sorry showing. There were one or two 
inarticulate cries, and for the rest silence, a silence, how- 
ever, that was-quickly lost in the cheers which came from 
‘“bevond and behind.” 

Nassau Street, Kildare Street, and Stephen's Green 
marked the closing stages, with more cheering and flag- 
more of that utterly whole-hearted enthusiasm 
which Dublin knows so well-how to show. Peace Dav 
in Dublin was indeed a great day. To be sure, ’within 
twenty-four hours, Sinn Fein, somewhat ruffled, had

The Call of ie Decent 


Ir WAS been so often stated and reiterated, regarding 
the clesert, that those who once have learned to know it 
in all its varving moods never are able entirely to resist 
its insistent call, that even those who have never crossed 
ihe waste places have come to accept the statement as 
And vet it is doubtful if even those who know 
the desert best have, as a rule, essayed to describe its 
charm, its grandeur, its solitary splendors, in anything 
like their detail. Perhaps thts 1s because, 1n their homely 
and unassuming aspects, these attributes of the desert 
do not lend themselves readily to those descriptive adjec- 
tives which observer and reader have come to regard as 
fittingly applicable to those things accepted by the critics 
as beautiful because they are.artistic. But even a pre- 
disposition to the more esthetic things in nature and art, 
it is said, does not render the traveler or sojourner 
immune from the rugged grip of the things which abound 
in the desert places. It would be interesting were one 
able to discern and describe just what these things ‘are. 
‘To some, perhaps, it is the unbroken solitudes. Men 
come to love solitude, even it they constantly protest 
against its continued monotony and seem to long to 
return to the noise and bustle of the city. No better 
proof of this is needed than the determined propensity of 
the desert habitué to return to its quiet whenever oppor- 
tunity affords. But the desert has other things beside 
solitude. 

One great and impelling charm of the desert is iis 
magnificent distances. A mile, or a score of miles, is 
nothing on the desert. Space, in all its vastness, seems 
almost illimitable there. In fancy, perhaps, the mountain 
range in the distance,’ with its uprising snow-capped 
peaks, may mark one of the borders of the domain over 
which the lone observer may claim the right to rule, 
There is none to dispute his right of possession or his 
claim to temporal authority. It 1s his, for the nonce, to 
make of it what he will, a kingdom, a principality, a vast 
self-governing democracy, or, if he choose, a land whose 
very aspect and contour have been changed, in the twink- 
ling of an eye, by the wand of some gnome or fairy, and 
whose groves and hillsides are peopled with merrymak- 
ing hosts. Brooks filled with sweet water flow from shady 
valleys into crystal lakes. But no discordant sound is 
to be heard in all the Vast surroundings. . It is the 
silence of the desert, upon which there has been set a 
seal which only the elements, sometimes apparently weary 
of the monotony, sending forth their emissaries to w age 
a spectacular but harmless warfare, are able to break. In 
forbidding phalanxes the forces assemble, sometimes in 
four or more divisions stationed at the horizons, north, 
south, east, and west, their-<dlistant cannonading sending 
challenges and possible ultimatums into the peaceful

Paris, during the long course of her history. has not 
Witnessed very many victory marches, in "spite of her 
brilliant military records. The only occasion which could 
compare with the rath of July, 1919, was the féte of the 
Second Empire on the return of the victorious French 
Army from Italy after Marengo and Solferino. The 
troops marched into Paris from their bivouacs at Vin- 
cennes, to the Colonne Vendome, past the Emperor, who 
had his young son, the Prince Imperial, at his side. More 
troops took part on this triumphal occasion in 1859 than 
in July, 1919. Otherwise the great Victory Day pageant, 
this year, is certainly the best thing of the kind that 
l'rance has ever seen. 


[IN THE early days of the history of France, a French 
king came riding into his good city of: Paris at the head 
of his victorious knights and men-at-arms. This‘ was 
after Bouvines, when Philippe- Auguste defeated the Em- 
peror Otto IV. The chronicler, William of Brittany, 
delighted, after the manner of his kind, in every detail of 
the pageantry of this, the very first victory march which 
has left its record. He speaks of all the houses as decked 
with silken hangings and covered with flowers, herbs, and 
the green branches of trees. 


‘A SUCCESSFUL demonstration the other day in Long 
Island Sound indicates that more of the miscellaneous 
wealth sent to the bottom of the sea bv German sub- 
marines will presently. be recovered than the ‘most 
optimistic have imagined: and the means to this end is 
also the result of submarine invention. The inventor 
Was carrving forward his work toward locating and sal- 
vaging sunken cargoes at the same time that he was 
working for the United States on the submarine as a 
weapon of war. -\s now completed, his device provides 
for descent through a steel tube from-a surface vessel 
into an under-water chamber from which a wreck may 
be examined, and in and out of which the examiners, 
properly clad for the adventure, may go as freely as if 
the operating base were a room on dry land. Practicable 
for all wrecks within a certain depth of water, the inven- 
tion may open a new industrial field for the systematic 
recovery of lost cargoes. On the bottom of Long Island 
Sound alone there are believed to be at least a  nillion 
tons of coal saleable if brought to the surface. . 


THE new Governor of Riga, Colonel Tallents. late of 
the Irish Guards, 1s just one of those remarkable cases 
cf adaptability which the war has produced. Not long 
ago Colonel Tallents, when helping the Food Controller 
at Westminster ration supplies, earned the reputation 
for doing it remarkably well. From Westminster he 
was sent “by the Supreme Economic Council to Poland, 
as head of the British Mission, and from Poland he went 
to the Baltic provinces in the same capacity. Being 
handy, when a Governor for Riga was wanted he was 
popped into the post——a temporary one, of course. as. 
directly the peace’ treaty is ratihed, Poland will be making 
her own appointments. 

To THE average citizen who spends a dollar and com- 
pares what he has got for it with what he used to get, it 
makes little difference whether his dollar buys less than 
it used to because things cost more, or whether things 
wost more because his dollar buys less. Paper currency, 
increasing in circulation among the leading nations from 
$5,000,000;000 to $30,000,000,000 since 1914, says one 
economist, has reduced the much-discussed dollar to 
about fifty cents. Paper currency or no paper currency, 
savs another, increase in demand for commodities. and 
decrease in production would have reduced the dollar to 
about fifty cents. The average citizen. so to speak, pays 
ius fifty-cent collar and has little choice between theories. 
As tor the Yiought that when ev ervbody gets normally to 
work again the dollar will be-1 self, one 1s remin: ded of 
Tweedledee's definition of logic. “Contrariwise.” said 
Tweedledee, “if it was so, it might be: and if it were so, 
it would be; but as it isn't, it ain't.
